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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are 
not found in the prior art either singularly or in combination. They are a method for indicating 
future program action on a future program information display comprising providing future 
program information for a plurality of future programs, at least one future program being 
selected by a user; providing, on a future program actions menu, a plurality of future program 
actions for the selected future program, at least one future program action being selected by the 
user, each future program action being an action selected to be performed on a future program; 
receiving the selected at least one future program and the selected at least one future program 
action from the user; and displaying the future program information of the selected at least 
one future program with an indicator such that the indicator indicates the selected at least one 
future program action. These features are not found or suggested in the prior art. 

The present invention is directed to providing, on a future program actions menu, a 
plurality of future program actions for the selected future program, at least one future program 
action being selected by the user, each future program action being an action selected to be 
performed on a future program; receiving the selected at least one future program and the 
selected at least one future program action from the user; and displaying the future program 
information of the selected at least one future program with an indicator such that the indicator 
indicates the selected at least one future program action. Each independent claim is identified 
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the uniquely distinct features "each future program action being an action selected to be 
performed on a future program: receiving the selected at least one future program and the 
selected at least one future program action from the user; and displaying the future program 
information of the selected at least one future program with an indicator such that the indicator 
indicates the selected at least one future program action. " The closest prior art, Davis discloses 
a conventional video display generator means coupled to said data processing means and said 
storage means for receiving said video display control commands from said data processing 
means, and generating a display signal comprising said predetermined hint in partial overlaying 
relationship with said information screen; either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above underline limitation obvious.
